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CHARGES AGAINST PASTOR MARTIN 


Falsification, Immorality, Loss of Tem- 
per, and Unministerial Conduct 
Urged Against the Methodist. 


At a session lasting several hours the 
self-constituted pastoral committee of the 
Western Avenue M. E. Church early this 
morning announced through one of its mem- 
bers that it had rounded up the evidence 
against the former pastor, the Rev. R. 8. 
Martin. It was also announced that the 
charges against Mr. Martin would t be 
laid before Presiding Elder Henry G. d 
son before the church counsel was ap ted. 
The two ministers who will represent the 
church in the trial will be named this morn- 
ing by Dr. Jackson. ö 

It is expected that the church counsel and 
the self -constituted committee will get to- 
gether tonight or tomorrow and go over the 
evidence carefully. From the mass of al- 
leged facts now in hand the charges will 
be drawn. Great care will be taken to have 
them technically correct, according to the 
requirements of the Methodist chureh dis- 
cipline. Otherwise it is feared they may be 
88 out and the investigation will prove a 

arce. 

The self -constituted Investigating com- 
mittee reported it had twenty-four witnesses 
on its present list. The names of these 
witnesses would not be given to the public 
on the ground that it would aid the counsel 
for Mr. Martin. 

The investigators announced they could 
prefer charges against Mr. Martin on any 
one of four grounds or on all. The commit- 
tee alleges that he is guilty.of falsehood, im- 
morality, loss of temper, and unministerial 
conduct. 

The, falsehood charge is based on the 
signed statements which the committee 
claims to have to the effect that on March 
31 Mr. Martin agreed to resign without 
causing his parish any trouble. In return 
he was to receive his salary to April 1 and 
was given permission to assign any reason 
he wanted to for his resignation. Instead, 
the committee alleges, he opened the fight 
by stating publicly that he should demand 
an investigation. Other evidence in sup- 
port of this charge the committee claims to 
rave, : 

In support of the immorality charge, the 
committeecilaimsit has a number of instances 
where Mr. Martin called upon women par- 
ishioners during the absence of the male 
members of the families, and that he repre- 
sented himself to be a physician as well as 
a minister, taking unusual liberties for one 
not a professional doctor. The greater num- 
ber of witnesses, it is said, will give evidence 
along this line. 

The charge 6! unministerial conduct cov- 
ers alleged busi:iess transactions of Mr. Mar- 
tin. Several witnesses, it is alleged, will 
also charge that Mr. Martin lost his tem- 
per, which the Methodist discipline considers 
a ministerial! offense. 

Presiding Elder Jackson announced yes- 
terday he had appointed as counsel for Mr. 
Martin, Dr. A. W. Patten, pastor of Hyde 
Park M. E. Church, and Dr. A. C. Hifst, 
pastor of the Centenary M. E. Church. 

Dr. Hirst announced last night that both 
had accepted the appointment, and that 
they would begin the preparation of their 
case today. He would not be interviewed 
regarding the charges against Mr. Martin.

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Mayor-elect Carter Henry Harrison was 
born on April 30, 1860, at the home of his 
parents, Clark and Harrison streets, Chi- 
cago. He received his early education at 
the public schools in this city, then was 
sent to the gymnasium in Altenburg, Ger- 
many, where he spent four years, and be- 
came thoroughly acquainted with the Ger- 
man language.

The Rev. Charles Starkweather, once 


Impeached, Without a Newspaper’s 
Support, Wins in West Superior. 


West Superior, Wis., April 6.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. Charles Starkweather, cx-preach- 
er and impeached Mayor, was reélected 
Mayor tonight, receiving a majority of 
votes over H. J. Extrand and William Man- 
ro, the Republican and independent Populist 
candidates. 

„Old Starky as the preacher-Mayor 
dubbed himself, sought the nomination of 
all the conventions and was turned down. 
He then came out independently. Not a 
person would go on the stump for him and 
the press of the city ridiculed him severely. 
His odd campaign talks teeming with scrip- 
tural quotations and his earnest request for 
exoneration won the people. 

Starkweather’ was impeached on the 
charge of extorting money from the sporting 
fraternity and from city employés. Head- 
mitted his guilt, but said that others were 
more guilty than he and at the close of each 
morning passed around bags of candy, and 
popcorn, with the expression that he Was 
% minister of God and would distribute 
the sweets rather than the sorrows of life.“ 

At a mass-meeting tonight he promised 
the most radical reforms and avowed that 
his administration this time will be clean. 
The city is filled with excitement. An at- 
tempt will be made to keep him from the of- 
fice on the ground that he was not properly 
tried. He is one of the most unique char- 
acters in the Northwest and since being 
impeached has lived on a farm, daily mar- 
keting eggs and produce through the city. 


GOY. PINGREE CALLS Ir A YICTORY. 


Defeat of Stewart for Mayor Not Taken 
Hard Because Democrats Adopt- 
ed His Platform, 


Detroit, Mich., April 6.—[{Special.]—Stew- 
art, Gov. Pingree’s entry, was defeated by 


547 votes. Until this afternoon the Pingree 


lieutenants talked little else than fraud and 
contest; then they saw the hopelessness of 
it all and decided to let Mr. Maybury and 
his Democratic friends enjoy their well- 


earned victory. 


The Governor came up smiling after this 
decision was arrived at, and declared that 
he had just won the greatest victory of his 
life. *‘ How do you make that out?’ he was 
asked. Why. I have forced the Demo- 
cratic party ta adopt my platform,” replied 
the Governor. I am not sorry for a thing 
I have done. I named a good, honest busi- 
ness-man for Mayor. If I hadn’t gone into

His frank admission that he and not the 
convention selected the candidate is refresh 
ing and thoroughly Pingreesque. The ref- 
erence to the adoption of his platform was 
aimed at Maybury, who was forced at a 
late hour to advocate three-cent street car 
fares. The magnitude of the Republican 
revolt against Pingree was accounted for 
when the final count of the votes was made,

Topeka, Kas., April 6.—[Special.}—Incom- 
plete returns from the municipal elections 
in Kansas today indicate that the Repub- 
licans have won a victory. It was the pol- 
icy of the Republicans to put up straight 
tickets. They were generally opposed by 
“ citizens’ ’*, tickets, “‘ non-partisan ’”’ tick- 
ets, and the like, which carried with them 
all the Republican opposition. 

There were local issues everywhere, how- 
ever, and partisan politics did not enter ex- 
tensively into the contests except in some 
of the larger cities. The Republicans car- 
ried Topeka, reélecting Charlies A. Fellows 
Mayor by 1,500 majority. Fellows’ majority 
two years ago was 2,500. The Topeka Re- 
publicans who left their party last fall for 
Bryan remained with the opposition, which 
had up a citizens’ ticket this year. 

At Atchison the Republicans were victori- 
ous, with the Mayoralty in doubt. The re- 
ports from Leavenworth, Fort Scott, and 
Wichita, the other cities of the first class, 
are that the vote is close and the count slow.

WOMEN CANDIDATES ARE DEPEATED.

President of the Municipal Voters’ 
League Talks of Aldermanic Re- 
sults—Downey’s View. 


The members of the Executive committee 
of the Municipal Voters’ League received re- 
turns last night at the residence of Frank 
Wells, No. 19 Groveland place. Mr. Wells 
is a member of the committee, and a tele- 
graph operator took the reports from the 
wire as fast as they were received. 

George E. Cole, President of the league, 
was not discouraged over the figures, which 
early in the evening seemed togive Mr. Har- 
rison a pronounced plurality.

REPEAL THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


Politicians Discuss the Advisability of 
Action Before the General As- 
sembly Leaves Springfield. 


Talk wae rife among politicians yesterday 
and last night to the effect that an effcrt may 
be put forth at Springfield before the Legis- 
lature adiourns to repeal the civil service law. 

It was said some of the Cook County mem- 
bers have only been waiting the result of this 
election to start an open and vigorous agita- 
tion of the proposition. 

They have taken the position, ro it is 
claimed, that Harrison’s election by any plu- 
rality would indicate a majority of the peo- 
ple ere not in sympathy with the law, And 
that a sweeping Democratic victory would 
be such a repudiation of it that no longer 
Will there be any serious attempt made to 
enforce the iaw. 

Upon the strength of Harrison's campaign 
declarations that he will undo everything 
done by Mayor Swift, and discharge every 
Republican employé in the City Hall, some 
of the Republican politicians say they are 
oppoeed to giving the Democrats three fat 
jobs for Commissioners who will be nothing 
more than figureheads, and will provide soft, 
easy, nothing-to-do places for several secre- 
taries and clerks. 

Speaking of the matter last night ono of 
them said: 

“If the law is to be made a farce why 

should the city support a lot of Commission- 
ers and clerks eimply to keep the department, 
and the salaries that go with it, in existence, 
‘Then, with dishonest men in those places, 
what a grafting bureau they could make out 
of it. Why, every job above the day laborers 
would have to be bought and paid for. 

In their campaign speeches all the Dem- 
ocratic orators took occasion to create as 
much sentiment against the law as they 
could, and- make it obnoxious by holding up 
to ridicule the questions those who pass an 
examination are required to answer.“ 

Chairman Thornton said yesterday the 
merit system will be a feature of Mr. Harri- 
son’s administration, but be declined to ex- 
plain the rules under which the system will 
be applied. f 

When the civil service law was adopted at 
the city election two years ago, out of a 
total of 258,775 votes cast the law received 
162,948, or 432 more than two-thirds of the 
vote then cast, and had a majority in jts fa- 
vor cf 45,570. 


HOW THE CAMPAIGN WAS FOUGHT OUT 


Amusing and Historical Features of 
Mayoralty Fight—Parts Played 
by the Candidates, 


The nomination of Carter H. Harrison for 
Mayor in the Democratic convention at 
North Side Turner Hall on March 11 went 
through with a rush. As a silver Democrat 
he had risen to a position of prominence in 
the party councils during the campaign, 
when many of the old leaders of the party 
becamesupportersof McKinley or of Palmer. 
Mr. Harrison had few enemies in the sec- 
tion of the party which was left to Bryan. 
Moreover he enjoyed the prestige of being 
the son of his father —the World’s Fair 
Mayor of Chicago, whose assassination 
shocked the Nation at the close of the Expo- 
sition. The friends of his father felt under 
obligations to the son. , 

Mr. Harrison had for competitors for the 
Democratic nomination Judge Payne and 
Attorney A. S. Trude. The former enjoyed 
only a transient boom, and as soon as the 
hostility of the Burke-Martin-Gahan ma- 
chine became too strong, his support fell 
away to Trude. The manner in which the 
“Corsican poniard’”’ of Altgeld was stuck 
under the “clavicle” of Trude is a bit of 
history.

Mr. Harrison in accepting the nomination 
gave the hint of what he would do if elected 
Mayor in these words:

It would read 
something like this: The Democracy of 
‘Chicago pledges its candidates, if elected, to 
do all those things which the present Re-

There was practically no contest made on 
any of the nominations within the gift of the 
convention, Ernst Hummel being ratified 
for City Treasurer, William Loeffler for City 
Clerk, and M. J. Devine for City Attorney.

‘CURRENT NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


Inter-State Commerce Commission to 
Investigate East-Bound Rates in 
Chicago Late This Month. 


The Inter-@tate Commerce Commission ex- 
pects to be in this city the latter part of this 
month to investigate the complaints made by 
the CRicago Board of Trade against nearly 
all of- the Chicago east-bound roads. The 
roads are charged.with having secretly cut 
the rates, giving undue preference to fav- 
ored shippers and in other ways violating 
the inter-State commerce law.

months to the commission and all of them 
are busy in preparing these papers, which 
must be filed with the commission by April 
10. 
The commission it at present at Austin, 
Tex., investigating similar complaints 
against the Iron Mountain and other roads 
in Texas, 


Hope of Wisconsin Central’s Lake Line 


Announcement is made by the Wisconsin 
Central of the formation of a rail and lake 
line for the transportation of bulk and pack- 
age freight between Buffalo, Cleveland, and 
other Lake Erie ports and points east there- 
of, and St. Paul, Minneapolis, Minnesota 
Transfer, Eau Claire, Chippewa Falls, Fond 
du Lac. Oshkosh, Neenah, Menasha, and 
other points, via Manitowoc, Wis. 

The Wisconsin Central's lake line will be 
Known as the Great Lakes Steamship com- 
pany, and the following first-class steamers 
will be put in service, and at least two sail- 
ings a week made from terminal ports: 
Globe, 3,200 tons; J. W. Moore, 2,000 tons; 
Olympia, 2,500 tons; Charlemagne Tower, 
2,200 tons. 

The Manitowoc route of the Wisconsin 
Central has been a favorite one with shippers 
for some time past. Its business the last 
few months has been so heavy as to cause 
a freight blockade at Manitowoc, which waa 
due to the inability of the Flint and Fére 
Marquette to handle the business, owing toa 
strike on its lines. 


Annual Meeting of Grand Trank. 


London, April 6.—The annual meeting of 
the shareholders of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way of Canada took place today. Sir 
Charles Rivers Wilson, the Chairman, pre- 
sided. He referred to the disastrous effect 
of bicycles, of which he said 10,000 were used 
in Toronto alone, on the railroad receipts. 
He congratulated the shareholders on the 
economies effected without a diminution of 
efficiency.

BOND FORGER LEWIS Is CAPTURED, 


Former Urbana Banker Arrested at 
Ypsilanti After Being Tracked All 
Over the Continent. 


Urbana, O., April 6.—Z. T. Lewis, who be- 
came a fugitive from justice two years ago 
after committing a series of the most dar- 
ing forgeries ever attempted in this State, 
was brought back to Urbana tonight from 
Ypsilanti, Mich., where he was arrestcd last 
night. 

Lewis is a physical wreck. Constant worry 
has undermined his constitution and he is 
suffering severely from nervous prostration 
and rheumatism. 

Lewis, who was a banker and had been 
counted a shrewd financier, confined his 
forgeries to county and school district bonds, 
The forgeries amounted to $300,000, and the 
securities he forged were represented to 
have been issued in five different Ohio coun- 
ties. He imposed upon some of the most 
cautious bankers and brokers in this sec- 
tion of the country, as well as many in the 
bond markets of the Hast. Four hundred 
indictments are now pending in various 
Ohio. courts against Lewis, although his 
arrest was made 6n a warrant charging but 
one forgery. The National Bank of Re- 
demption of Boston will back the prosecu- 
tion of the prisoner at the trial, which is to 
be begun as soon as possible. 

When arrested at Ypsilanti Lewis was liv- 
ing with his family under the name of James 
Leache. He consented to return to Ohio 
without a requisition. He has been followed 
all over the United States and Mexico.

BANK EXAMINER HAYDEN SAYS HE 
MADE THE RECOMMENDATION. 


Declares He So Advised Auditor Gore, 
but the Altgeld Official Went Out 
of Service the Next Day Without 
Taking Definite Action — Cashier 
Churchill Admits the Inquiry, but 
Denies the Suggestion to Close the 
Concern. 


The Globe Savings Bank, which failed on 
Monday, was recommended for suspension 
last January to the State Auditor, according 
to George R. Hayden, a bank examiner. 
Mr. Hayden said yesterday he examined the 
books of the concern on Jan. 9, and imme- 
diately made his report to Auditor Gore. 
The report gave a detailed statement of 
the bank’s books, and closed as follows: 

Wulle it is dimcult to place a fixed and 
definite value upon past due and des te 
paper, it is customary among good bankers 
to charge to profit and loss from time to 
time all doubtful paper. This rule applies 
also to any shrinkage in the value of real 
estate or stocks and bonds. 

It this rule were followed by this bank the 
entire capital stock and undivided profits 
would be absorbed, and a still further loss 
would be suffered, as the following estimate 
indicates: 

Loss on loans, stocks and bonds, real es- 
tate, furniture, and fixtures, $242,210. 

This loss would place the improvement 
beyond the amour of the capital stock of 
the bank, a condition hard to repair by as- 
sessment. The bank should be closed.“ 


Gore Takes No Decisive Action. 

If this report was made to Auditor Gore, 
as Mr. Hayden avers, the former failed to 
take any decisive action in the matter; and 
there are those who assert that the delay 
was for the purpose of shielding Gov. Alt- 
geld’s indebtedness to the institution. It 
will be remembered that in the schedule of 
doubtful assets, amounting to over $103,000, 
the ex-Governor’s. paper figures up $17,500, 
and his late brother-in-law, John W. Lane~ 
hart, is down for $4,130. . 

On the day after Examiner Hayden made 
this report, Jan. 10, the Auditor went out of 
office with the Altgeld administration. 

When Cashier C. E. Churchill of the de- 
funct bank was reminded of these facts and 
the alleged examination, he took direct issue 
with the ex-examiner, and declared that no 
report was made on the condition of the bank 
until the middle of March. He admits, how- 
ever, that the examination was made by Mr. 
Hayden. 


Churchill Differs from Hayden. 

There was afi examination on Jan. 0,“ 
said Mr. Churchill yesterday, * but no re- 
port on it was made to the Auditor until 
nearly two months later. What the sub- 
stance of the report was I cannot say, but I 
know that before itt was sent in another re- 
port had been made by the present examiner, 
and this is the one which led to the appoint- 
ment of the receiver.“ 

C. W. Spalding, President of the bank, 
could not be found yesterday, and at his of- 
fice it was given out that he was still pros- 
trated. He was not at his home, the Plaza, 
and one report had it that he had left the 
city for the East. 

Henry W. Leman of the Chicago Title and 
Trust company, the receiver, was busy yes- 
terday, although banking business wae at 
a standstill in consequence of the election. 
He said: 

J know absolutely nothing as yet of the 
assets of the bank. We have taken charge ot 
the books, but they are locked in the vaults, 
and there they will remain until tomorrow. 
At present I am working on a sort of re- 
ceiver’s certificate, similar to what is used 
in the case of national banks. I will suggest 
to the court that it will be much easier to 
issue these to all who prove their claims 
against the banks, and that they will be a 
convenience to the creditors, in that the 
certificates can be used to a certain extent as 
security for loans. It remains with the court 
to say whether the plan shall be adopted.”
